GASOLINE LIGHT TANK 

IGNITES CAUSING FIRE 

The saloon of Bud Macon, colored, 
on Main street, was badly damaged by 
fire Friday afternoon about four 
o'clock.

The fruit crop is very promising, as 
the buds were not affected by the late 
frost which accompanied the cool 
weather about a week ago. Gardens 
are looking well. It is thought that 
nothing injured during the chilly 
nights the first of the week.

McMillan the Elks' Building located 
on the corner of Main and Bank Row 
to the Masonic Lodge of this city. The 
price paid was $15,450. 

The sale of the building was the re- 
sult of a foreclosure of the bondhold- 
ers in the building, a decree of court 
having been obtained to satisfy a 
claim to an amount of $12,000 in the 
preferred bonds.

LAW AS TO DYING 

STATEMENTS VERIFIED 



The courts must be careful about 
admitting dying declarations in evi- 
dence against a person accused of 
murder, says the Court of Appeals, in 
a recent decision, certifying the law 
in the case of the Commonwealth 
against Noah Johnson, under indict- 
ment in Laurel county for the alleged 
murder of Thomas Doby. On John- 
son's first trial, in which the jury 
failed to agree, the dying declaration 
of Doby was allowed to go to the jury 
and then after a doctor had testified 
that he had told Doby before the dec- 
laration that the wound probably was 
not serious, the jury ws cautioned not 
to consider the declaration. 

Doby and a friend were passing the 
place where Johnson was fixing a 
fence. Johnson and Doby quarreled 
and Doby was killed. The friend had 
fled and Johnson was the only eye- 
witness. To Bud Sullivan, who was 
attracted to the scene by a shot and 
who helped Doby home, the latter 
said that he was going to die. He did 
die twenty-four hours later, but about 
eighteen hours after he was shot he 
made the declaration used against 
Johnson before a Notry Public. In 
the meantime, however, the physician 
had assured Doby his wound probably 
was not serious, and the court held it 
doubtful whether the declaration was 
made/ under the circumstances that 
render such declaration admissible in 
evidence against the accused.

FORMER PARIS MINISTER IS 

INDICTED FOR LAND SCHEME 

The Louisville Times of Tuesday 
evening contained the following: 

"On a charge of using the United 
States mails to defraud while- vice- 
president of a Texas land company, 
the Rev. G. W. Argabrite, pastor of 
the Frankiin-street Baptist church, 
1032 Washington street, this city, 
was arrested by a Deputy United 
States Marshal March 26. He gave 
bond in the sum of $2,000 to appear 
for trial at Corpus Christi, Tex., May 
25. 

' The arrest was made on request 
of the United States Marshal at Cor- 
pus Christi, and on the authority of an 
indictment returned by a Federal 
grand jury in that city charging Mr. 
Argabrite, as vice-president; A. D. 
Powers, president; R. Downing, secre- 
tary, and E. A. Luck, director of pub- 
licity sales, of the Gulf Coast Immi- 
gration Company, of Aransas county, 
Tex., with setting up and operating a 
scheme to defraud and using the Unit- 
ed States mails as a means therefor. 

"The defendants in the indictment 
are charged with entering into an 
agreement with Charles G. Johnson, 
trustee of certain lands at Rockport, 
Aransas county, Texas, to pay him a 
percentage of the sales of the land 
which had been subdivided into lots 
and acre plots. Literature describing 
the -land as 'exceptionally productive, 
having large vineyards and bearing 
garden vegetables in abundance,' and 
containing statements that Rockport 
is situated on a deep water harbor on 
which the Government intends to ex- 
pend large sums, and that the town is 
on a railroad, was cicrulated through 
the mails, according to the indict- 
ment, "when," the indictment reads, 
'in truth and in fact the said tracts 
and parcels of lands were not la culti- 
vation and not producing grapes, etc.' 
It is further charged in the indictment 
that there is no railroad running into 
Rockport and that there is no deep 
water harbor in the vicinity of the 
town, and that money secured by the 
defendants named in the indictment 
was not divided as per agreement 
with the trustee of the land. 

"When Mr. Argabrite was arrested 
here and taken before United States 
Commissioner John P. Haswell he 
said he had no knowledge of the 
meth pursued by the company to sell 
the property; that he was innocent of 
any wrong intention, and that his 
name was used by the concern with- 
out his authority." 

Rev. Argabrite was formerly pastor 
of the Paris Baptist church, and was 
a resident of this city for several 
years. He has a number of friends in 
this city who will regret to hear of his 
trouble.

WORST FOE IN MEXICO

Should the armed forces of the 
United States be ordered to invade 
the interior of Mexico they will face a 
foe more persistent than armed sol- 
diery, a foe which carries pestilence 
and quick death in its wake. This foe 
will be the heat. 

The mean temperature of Mexico 
City is 9 degrees higher than the mean 
temperature of Philadelphia. In June, 
July and August the mean tempera- 
ture in Mexico will be 85 degrees. 
During the same months in Philadel- 
phia the temperature will not reach 
more than 76 degrees on an average. 

Contrasted with tha coast city of 
Vera Cruz, Mexico City is compara- 
tively dry. At Vera Cruz the annual 
rainfall is about 100 inches, while at 
Mexico City not more than thirty 
inches fall annually. The humidity 
at Vera Cruz is, consequently, greater 
than at Mexico City, but the heat dur- 
ing the summer months at the latter 
point is terribly oppressive. 

"Should American soldiers invade 
interior Mexico," said Forecaster 
Bliss recently, "they will undoubtedly 
find the heat their worst foe. Before 
Northern men can live in Mexico with

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 29 — 
>A number of ways in which the early 
appearance of crimson clover in the 
spring can be turned to the farme's 
advantage are pointed out in a new 
publication of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, Farmers' 
Bulletin 579, "Crimson Clover Utili- 
zation." In the Southern and Central 
Atlantic States this crop is of partic- 
ular value. Generally speaking it 
suffers from the severe winters in the 
North and from too great dryness 
West of the Mississippi. In Florida 
also it has proved less successful than 
elsewhere. 

Crimson clover, says the bulletin, 
has two great advantages. It is an 
excellent fertilizer and it can be used 
for pasture and hay before any other | 
green growth is available, the land 
being then sown with ordinary sum- 
mer-grown crop. The clover itself can 
be sown toward the end of the sum- 
mer on land where such late crops as 
corn or tomatoes are still under culti- 
vation. Its use, therefore, does not 
interfere with other products and its 
benefits cost little but the labor and 
seed involved. 

To obtain the full value of crimson 
clover as a fertilizer the entire green 
crop should be plowed under, thus 
adding to the soil a large quantity of 
nitrogen and humus, or decayed vege- 
table matter. The poorer the land 
the greater is the benefit that the suc- 
ceeding crop derives from this pro- 
cess. A yield of 30 bushels of corn 
per acre may ordinarily be increased 
by crimson clover to 45, but on richer 
land an increase of more than 10 
bushels is uncommon. A convenient 
method of calculation is to consider 
a full crop of crimson clover, weigh- 
ing with roots and tops, about 10 
tons per acre. In this way the soil 
is greatly enriched each year without 
interfering in any way with the regu- 
lar money crops, such as corn, cotton 
or tomatoes. 

It is, however, by no means neces- 
sary to sacrifice the entire crop of

Bid For Text Books. 

FRANKFORT— Bids for the adop- 
tion of uniform text books will be 
opened by the State Text Book Com- 
mission in this city May 27. This 
was decided upon by the commission 
after it organized, the members tak- 
ing the oath of office before a notary 
public. In order to correct a defect 
in the law Barksdale Hamlett, Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction, 
was elected secretary. 

The commission authorized the sec- 
retary to advertise in several newspa- 
pers and to notify* all publishing 
houses that bids on the State adop- 
tion of text books would be ooened on 
May 27. 

The commission is hoping for a 
construction of the law by the Court 
of Appeals by May 10, in order that 
it will know how to proceed. It is 
the intention of the commission to 
make the State adoption as soon aft- 
er May 27 as possible.
